Torso Flexibility — Improves Performance 


Probably one of the greatest ad- 
vantages of torso flexibility is that 
the athlete with a*high rating will 
have a greater range of movement. 
For example, he will be able to move 
his upper body in all directions far- | 
ther and faster than an athlete with 
a lower rating. This is because his 
muscles are longer, more elastic and 
less tense or bound. 

Flexibility exercises should be used 
in any system of training and as a 
reguiar part of the pre-activity 
warm-up, They should also be done 
after activity to help eliminate fa-| 
tigue and muscle soreness, as well 
as to re-stretch the muscles shorten- 
ed by hard physical activity.
